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Forced Allied Officers to Watch 


Japs Used Live Allied Prisoners 


As Targe

TOKYO, Oct. 15.—(AP)—The 
use by the Japanese of live pri- 
soners of war as bayonet practice 
targets, while Allied officers were 
forced to look on, has been fully 
esteblished, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

The new record of atrocity was! 
developed by the secret Allied 
translation and interrogation sec- 
tion of the Allied headquarters 
which worked through the war in- 
terviewing Japanese prisoners and 
sorting documents seized in battle | 
zones. | 


6%-HOUR TORTURE | 
One of the worst of the bayonet | 
practice atrocities occurred on 
Guadalcanal island in the southwest 
Pacific where two Europeans and | 
one Eurasian were used as practice | 
targets while Allied officers were 
forced to stand in line and watch | 
for 6% hours. The three were hor-| 
ribly mutilated and tortured by the 
stabbing, jabbing Nipponese, the 
announcement said, Prisoners per- 
jodically were paraded past the 
scene so they could see the death 
agonies of the trio. 
Similar instances, in which 
Chinese prisoners were used as 
targets, were disclosed by the 
questioning of Superior Pte. 
Tokuhashi Nakimo, who said af- 
ter his capture that during basic 
training in China his company 
was provided with live Chinese 
prisoners on which to practice. 
Superior Pte. Saburo Sano told 
questioners he saw live .prisoners 
used for bayonet practice in China 
while he was there from March: 
1941, to October, 1943. But Chin- 
ese reprisal for the acts was swift 
Sano reported, adding that when 
other Japanese commanders learn- 
ed of the practice his commander 
was forced to stop it 

“My ferocious commander was 
captured by the Chinese guerillas,” 
Sano said. “They cut off his ears 
his tongue and his nose, Then they 
put out his eyes, killing him only 
by degrees, It put grave fear in 
other Japanese officers.”

Dr. Cameron ended with an in- 
teresting account of salt mining and 
of its processing for the domestic 
|market. Several deep mines were 
| producing tremendous quantities, 
he said.

An officer rushed up immediately, 
aimed his revolver into Laval's ear) 
and fired.

The man who before the war 
had thrice been premier of 
France and a dozen times a mem- 
ber of his cabinets was con- 
demned by the high court of jus- 
tice last week—the same court 
which condemned former Marshal 
Petain and Joseph Darnand, the 
head of the Vichy militia, 


Petain’s sentence was commuted 
to life imprisonment and disgrace; 
Darnand stood before a firing squad 
only a few days before Laval 

A coffin lay near the spot where 
Laval had pitched forward in death. 
The body was placed in it swiftly 
and loaded into a hearse, 


BURIED NEAR DARNAND 


Three official cars bearing the 
prefect of police, the attorney- 
general and the local police com- 
missioner accompanied the hearse 
from the gates of the prison. 

The little procession went to 
nearby Thiais cemetery and there 
Laval’s coffin was lowered into the 
ground, close to the grave of Dar- 
nand, 

Next to Laval’s plot was a 
grave marked: 

“Her lies an unknown collabor- 
ator.” 

Grave diggers immediately began 
covering Laval's coffin with dirt. 
About 25 spectators watched sil- 
ently. 

The grave was left unmarked. 

It was believed, however, that 
his family will be given the right 
to move the body or place a tomb- 
stone over it. 


SUPPORTED BY 2 MEN 


No medical report was released 
immediately concerning the exact 
condition of Laval when he was 
executed. Two men had supported 
him on his last walk to face the 
firing squad. 

Doctors worked on Laval with a 
stomach pump for two hours be- 
fore the decision was made to pro- 
ceed with the execution, 

No demonstrations occurred 
around Fresnes. Heavy cordons 
of police lined all approaches to 
the prison. 

When the sound of firing was 
heard from the prison, a stir went 
through the crowd. 

The execution of the former 
Vichy chief of government, whose 
death was as sensational as his tur- 
bulent political career, was form- 
ally announced by the ministry of 
justice. » 

REFUSES BLINDFOLD 

Laval refused to accept a blind- 
fold and met his end facing the 12- 
man firing squad, the announce- 
ment said.

These men and others who share their 
views are doing good service both to Que- 
bec and to Canada. They should get a full 
measure of credil, and all the encourage- 
ment that ean be given them, for the trend 
against which they are fighting is real and 
apparently strong. It is disruptive in pur- 
pose, would do infinite harm if it should 
come to shape the thinking of the people 
of the province, and in any circumstances 
can only hinder the progress of Quebec and 
therefore of the Dominion at, large. 

Quebec is at the parting of the ways. 
It can cling to the traditions of the seven- 
teenth century and become an island of re- 
action in a world that has moved far from 
those ideals and is moving farther from 
them as the days pass. Or it can adopt 
modern educational methods, take its full 
and legitimate place as a forward-looking 
province, and contribute its great strength 
to the support of the democratic way of 
life in Canada, 

Fascism and its variant in Germany 
brought Europe to ruin and afflicted the 
world with the appalling calamity of the 
global war. It is a curious and sinister fact 
that this malevolent doctrine should find 
Sponsors in a Canadian province even while 
the victims of its misleading are appeal- 
ing to mankind for food and clothing. 
Those who are exerting themselves to com- 
bat the menace, and to proclaim the cult- 
ural and material advantages of sound 
Canadianism are doing good work. They 
deserve the thanks of their countrymen 
everywhere. :

Needless Delay 


It is explained by the tax officials at 
Ottawa that, while the 16 per cent re- 
duction in personal income taxes will be 
calculated from the first of the present 
month, the employee will not find it in his 
pay envelopes until the first pay-day in 
January. 

Until that time employers are to make 
wage-reductions at the present rate. The 
employee will get his tax reduction for 
the last three months of this year when 
he comes to make out his income tax 
return next April. He will have then 
practically no balance of 1945 taxes to 
pay. 

In the long run of course this will 
amount to the Same thing as though 
present deductions were down by 16 
per cent, But to most income taxpayers a 
delay of six months is of some importance 
Fall and winter is the time when they 
most seriously need more “take home’ 
money. They will be disappointed, and 
rightly s0, in having to suit the con- 
venience of the departmental book-keepers;

Discussion of the budget which was 
brought down Friday evening wil] not 
begin in the House of Commons until a 
week from Tuesday. This ten-day interval 
is to allow Mr. Iisley to visit western 
centres and deliver addresses in support 
of the ninth Victory Loan.

The Basic Problem 


Tomorrow the United Nations’ Food 
and Agriculture Organization will open its 
first session, in the city of Quebec. It will 
be the first of the internauonal recon- 
structive organizations to get into action. 
That is fitting and hopeful, since it im- 
plies that the effort to attain world 
security is being started at the right 
place. In human affairs the food question 
must come first. Commerce, industry, art, 
science, political organization, social 
conditions, are all contingent on a suffi- 
cient and available food supply. Peace, 
order and progress cannot exist in a world 
half hungry. 

It is a tribute to Canada’s position as a 
food-producing country that this import- 
ant factor in the joint effort of the United 
Nations to create the basic conditions of 
peace is to open its operations at a meet- 
ing held in the Dominion. The tribute is 
not complimentary only, Canada ranks 
among the heavy exporters of food, the 
heaviest among the nations per head of 
population. No other country is more 
vitally. interested in the framing of in- 
ternational policies which wili permit and 
encourage the broadest possible distribu- 
tion of food. And for the success of such 
policies, Canada’s full and hearty co-opera- 
tion will be needed.

In the kitchen the basic piece of 
equipment would seem to be the 
sink.

Of the people who have 
one, about one in five complains it 
| is too low for comfort. 


In villages and on farms, built-in 
| laundry tubs are so fare that inter- 
| viewers rated ownership of them 
as nil. In cities nine-tenths of peo- 
ple are without. Most women use 
the movable metal kind that have 
to be lugged around, filled by hand 
and tipped out after each rinsing, 


If running water is scarce, hot 
running water is still scarcer. One- 
third of city women, three-quarters 
of village women and nine-tenths 
of farm women must heat every 
drop of hot water they need in a 
kettle or other container on top of 
the stove, for laundry, dishes, baths 
and all the other cleaning tasks 
to which it is indispensable 


National averages for ownership 
of gas or electric ranges show 62%, 
32% and 12% of people in cities, 
small towns and on farms. Al- 
though Western figures fall below 
this, they are better than those for 
most other regions. The extremely 
jhigh figures for Ontario of 85%, 


| 59% and 34% are not approached 
|by any other region, and account 
for the high national average, 


Prairie figures take second place 
in cities and small towns with 54% 


}and 25% respectively. But Quebec 
|farm houses, with 4%, exceed the 
mid-West farms’ 3%. British Col- 


umbia women have less than half 
as many as their prairie sisters 

Refrigerators—mechanical or ice 

are owned by 66% of city house- 
wives, 33% of village housewives 
and 12% of farm housewives. The 
| comparable national averages are 

82%, 60% and 34%. Other prairie 
| folk reported that for cooling food 
|they used boxes or shelves in the 
basement, food safes, window 
ledges, etc. 5%, 7% and 2% re- 
ported no facilities of any kind for 
keeping food cool, 

Overerowding, which is Canada’s 
worst housing headache, has not 
| missed the West. Aggravating it 
; are boarders, lodgers and hired 
help who live in one in every eight 
city homes, every tenth village 
| home and every sixth farm home, 
To add to the crush, near relatives, 
married sons and daughters, par- 
| ents, graudparents, ete, are living 
| with 12% of city families, 7% of 
village families and 20% of farm 
families. This is not all due to 
wartime shifts in population, as in- 
vesUgators found no surplus of liv- 
he accommodation anywhere in 
Canada.

which a counter-attack could be 

launched. 

The shooting war opened on the 
4th of December, and looking back 
on it makes me think that it was 
touchingly symbolic of all other 
combats in the futile fight for the 
Philippines. Two busloads of Jap 
troops moving south from Vigan 
were ambushed by a platoon of 
Filipino infantrymen commanded 
by a Lt. Williams. The ambush 
took place at a little point named 
Tagudin—ithe beginning, tiny as it 
was, of a land war that was to make 
the whole Pacific shake 

The Jap busses were blocked by 


Williams’ men Shots rang out 
from the hidden positions at the 
side of the road, and when the 


Japs piled out of their vehicles Lt 
Williams waded into them with his 


pistol and killed four of them 
singlehandedly at close quarters 
Then our men withdrew, It was 


the beginning of endless days and 
nights of killing Japs, getting kill- 
ed, and withdrawing. Not that we 
did not try, with everything we 
had, to hold whatever we had 

The Jap had showed his hand 
by now. Ke would not strike 
near the Zambales coast. So | 
asked MacArthur to release the 

Thirty-First Division from my 
command and to give me the 
Ninety-First, lock, stock and 
barrel. It had only been attached 
to me: not mine. Word came 
back to me from Manila that 
MacArthur approved, and at the 
same time came a MacArthur 
order for my North Luzon force 
to hold the enemy north of an 
e@ast-to-west line running across 
the narrow coastal plane 50 miles 
below Vigan at San Fernando La 
Union, 

There was only one way 
for the Vigan landing forces 
that was straight south down 
coastal plain. The mountains on 
their left and the China Sea on 
their right blocked any other route 


COME DOWN PLAIN 

The Japs came down the coastal 
plain on December 21 and collided 
with one battalion of the Thir- 
teenth Infantry Regiment and one 
battalion of the Twelfth near San 
Juan, five miles north of San Fer- 
nando, Outflanked by the power 
of the enemy, and because of in- 
experience, my men dispersed and 
were cut off from the main body 
Scattered remnants of the ruptured 
units fled into the mountains to 
the east, and filtered back to us in

The senior American officers 
with the Thirteenth and the 


Twelfth Infantry Regiments, Lt.- 
Cols, Moses and Noble, and Maj. 
‘Joe Ganahi, were three of the 
finest combat officers in my com- 
‘mand. Ganahl, a spirited Texan, 
fought as few men have ever 
fought unti! the fall of Bataan. 
And then, when he must have 
seen with haggard eyes the faint 
ray of liberation, he met his 
death near the end of the war 
when a navy submarine torpedo- 
ed a Jap prison ship filled with 
our men, 

Only God knows what happened

PLAN OF ATTACK 

My plan was to hit the south- 
bound Jap spearhead with the best- 
seasoned men in my command—the 
Twenty-Sixth Cavalry—and at the 
same time contain the forces which 
were handing in the vicinity of Da- 


mortis (on the eastern beaches and 
half-way down Lingayen Gulf.) 
These later forces, linked with 


even more southerly landings, were 
the ones threatening to cave in the 
Eleventh’s right flank near San 
Fabian 

The Twenty-Sixth got up to Da- 
mortis and hit the Japes landing 
there, and others coming from the 
north, with all it had. With a little 
more punch and fortune, the Twen- 
ty-Sixth might have sprayed “the 
Japs all over the coastal plain. | 

But the enemy called for 
planes, which strafed our men | 
and horses without fear of aerial 
counter-attack, We lost more of 
our few first-class fighting men 
that day at Damortis, and a num- 
ber of fine horses, including my 
“Little Boy,” who took a bullet 
through his head. 

Another reason the Twenty-Sixth | 
failed there was that the tank sup-| 
port I tried to give it fell far below 
expectations. The tanks, standard 
seven-ton light tanks of that day

I asked that a company (16) of 
them be sent to Damortis to help 
the Twenty-Sixth in its difficult 
and varied mission.

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Officers Former Prisoner 


Briton Tells of Ordeal 


As Jap Vessel Sunk 


One of the 1,800 men battened in the hold of the Japan- 
|ese ship Lisbon Maru, when she was torpedoed off the coast 
|of Japan by an American submarine on Oct. 1, 1942, Sgt. F. 
Wookey, of Leyton, London, was one of the passengers on 
an east-bound CNR special which stopped in Edmonton Sun- 


| day night. 
| When the attack commenced all 

1,800 of the British prisoners-of- 
war were hustied below decks, 
and were crammed into the suf- 
focating darkness there for more 
than 24 hours. None of them were 
killed or seriously injured, how- 
ever, when the American torpedo 
found its mark, but several of the 
Passengers died in the polluted 
air of the holds. 

Their frantic demands for fresh 
air were met by their captors with 
the cold assurance that they would 
get ventilation later 

The ship began to settle and the 
prisoners forced their way out of 
what might have become their 
death chamber. 


CLOSE TO JAPAN 

The ship was about seven miles 
from the coast of Japan, and six 
small Japanese naval vessels were 
circling the area where the Lisbon 
Maru was sinking. The heartless 
Nips on the circling vessels made 
no effort to assist the prisoners but 
used their bobbing heads as targets 
for rifle fire 

On some of the escort ships 
rope ladders were let down close 
to the stern of the vessel, and 
when frantic Britishers attempted 
to climb the ladders the ships 
were s0 manoeuvred that the un- 
fortunate men were dragged into 
the propellers, Sgt. Wookey said. 

An estimate 879 shot or 
drowned among the Britishers at 
that time, has not been much al- 
tered, said the sergeant, adding that

| WORKED IN HONG KONG 


Both them had worked with 
Capt. Gordon Gray in Hong Kong 
Sgt. Paddy Cunningham of 
Omagh, County Tyrone, North Ire- 
land and Cpl. J. Dodds of New-

Sgt Cunningham had been a 
masseur in a Hong Kong hospital 
and the corporal still had with him 
a Japanese permit, which had al- 
lowed him to drive his ambulance

The permit was printed in Jap- 
anese with the corporal’s picture 
pasted on it, and his name written 
in ink amid the Nipponese heiro- 
glyphics.
